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What is Claimed is: 

1. A stable multiphase emulsion composition, comprising: 

A. ) a continuous phase, comprising: 

i. ) an emulsifying crosslinked siloxane elastomer; and 

ii. ) a solvent for the emulsifying crosslinked siloxane elastomer; 

B. ) at least one discontinuous phase, comprising: 

i.) solid particles 

wherein the discontinuous phase has a droplet size distribution range of from about 0.1 
microns to about 100 micron^arid wherein the particles are uniformly distributed on the 
skin independent of skin topographyTJ 

2. The cosmetic composition of Claim 1 wherein said composition further comprises a skin 
conditioning agent selected from the group consisting exfoliants, emollients and mixtures 
thereof.

4. The cosmetic composition of Claim 3 wherein said polyhydric alcohol is selected from 
the group consisting of propylene glycol, dipropylene glycol, polypropylene glycol, 
polyethylene glycol, sorbitol, hydroxypropyl sorbitol, hexylene glycol, glycerin, 1,3- 
butylene glycol, 1,2,6-hexanetriol, ethoxylated glycerin, propoxylated glycerin and 
mixtures thereof. 

5. The cosmetic composition of Claim 1 wherein said composition further comprises an 
emulsifier. 

6. The cosmetic composition of Claim 5 wherein said emulsifier is polyoxyalkylene 
copolymer. 

7. The cosmetic composition of Claim 6 wherein said polyoxyalkylene copolymer is 
dimethicone copolyol. 
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The cosmetic composition of Claim 1 wherein said solid is selected from the group 
consisting of inorganic solid particles, organic solid particles and mixtures thereof.
